This b uilding in the last 25 years 
sheltered the J. D. McClaran family, 
the John T. Day family, the Grigs­ 
b y family, the Bowen Pope family 
and various 
others 
through 
the 
years, b ut the past ten years it had 
b een the retreat for many drifting 
families, and the place 
gradually 
d wend led away till only the 
b are 


1 house, few windows, 
ramshackled 
s doors and floors and leaky roof only 
remained, and when the fire came 
it was unoccupied. 
This house and 
: lot b elonged to George Hall, 
for­ 
merly of Hamlin, b ut recently the 
house was sold to Henry Alb ritton 
who was to dismantle it and use the 
excellent lumb er in a new home. 
It would appear that nob ody has 
any idea how the fire started. 
It 
was ab out 10:30 Saturday night. It 
| was so dry, and the wind could play 
through the openings so easily, the 
whole structure was soon a roaring 
furnace. 
Every square inch 
was 
b urned. 
Just north of the old residence 
was Mrs. Forrest Boyd’s home. The 
wind iwas just b risk enough to throw 
the terrific heat to the Boyd home, 
I and all of the south side was dam­ 
aged considerab ly. 
All the furni­ 
ture was removed b ut none damag­ 
ed.

Among the many things asked of 
the Herald on the streets, is how to 
get names on the b allot for city and 
school officials. 
This is a good question. The Her­ 
ald usually prints the b allot, b ut we 
do not make any nominations. 
It 
is not within the province of this 
firm or any other firm to set up a 
b allot. 
There is no special law to govern 
the set up of a local school or mu­ 
nicipal b allot, as far as we under­ 
stand. 
It would stand 
to 
reason 
that the prevailing officials are the 
proper ones to sub mit what should 
j b q printed for the pub lic to use on 
j election day. 
It would also appear 
j that the Secretary would 
b e 
the 
' proper person for anyone to sub mit 
a name for the b allot, and that the 
names should all b e in the hands of 
the secretary 
b y 
noon, at 
leasts 
I preceding the election day. 
It pos­ 
sib ly should b e a 
jweek 
and 
said 
names should b e made 
pub lic 
b y 
posting or through the press. 
The 
b est law is the common sense chan­ 
nel. 
Therefore in any case any per­ 
son, so desiring, has the privilege of 
sub mitting any name he chooses for 
the election 
b allot, 
provided 
that 
person has the consent of the one 
nominated.
